1 . The information disclosure statement filed 5-1 9-08 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

2. An explanation of Schwerdtfeger was not received. 

3. Applicant is advised that the date of any re-submission of any item of information 
contained in this information disclosure statement or the submission of any missing 
element(s) will be the date of submission for purposes of determining compliance with 
the requirements based on the time of filing the statement, including all certification 
requirements for statements under 37 CFR 1 .97(e).

4. Applicants have been charged a fee as set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(p) for the 
information disclosure statement filed 5-19-08. 

Election/Restrictions 

5. Applicant's election with traverse of group I in the reply filed on 5-13-08 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the process is important to the 
microstructure and properties of the shaped body. This is not found persuasive 
because the CLAIMED shaped body does not set forth any limitations to the 
microstructure and properties that distinguish from a body made from a different 
process. 
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The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

6. It should be noted that the amendment uses an improper claim identifier for 
claims 1 — 32. These claims are WITHDRAWN, all future amendments must include the 
proper identifier. 

Double Patenting 

7. Claim 8 objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75 as being a substantial duplicate of claim 
33. When two claims in an application are duplicates or else are so close in content 
that they both cover the same thing, despite a slight difference in wording, it is proper 
after allowing one claim to object to the other as being a substantial duplicate of the 
allowed claim. See MPEP § 706.03(k). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

8. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

9. Claims 1 -6,9-1 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 02(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over EP 1 178023 (Volker), for reasons 
of record. 

Applicants argument that Volker teaches an unshaped castable is not persuasive 
in overcoming the rejection because Volker clearly teaches the refractory may be either 
shaped or unshaped, see column 3, [0021] It is recited the refractory material in Volkler 
is used in pressed and fired brick ([0021], line 40). 

In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
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(i.e., microstructure, solubility) are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the 
claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are 
not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. 
Cir. 1993). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 0. Claims 33-37 are allowed. 

1 1 . Claim 7 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Conclusion 

12. This application contains claims 18-32 are drawn to an invention nonelected with 
traverse in the reply filed on 5-13-08. A complete reply to the final rejection must 
include cancellation of nonelected claims or other appropriate action (37 CFR 1 .144) 
See M PEP § 821 .01 . 

13. The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
AN claims directed to a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of 
an allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 112. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821 .04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during

prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues.
